Japan: a new

Toyamasa Fuse, associate 
professor of sociology at the 
Université de Montréal, yester- 
day warned his audience to 
expect a resurgence of 
Japanese ambitions. 
Speaking on the eve of the 
irtieth anniversary of the bom- 
bing of Pearl Harbor, Fuse said 
that in 1970 the world would wit- 
ness "an emergence of a giant 
who will flex her muscles not 
only economically, but also 
politically and to a lesser extent 1 
militarily." 

Japan is the third major in- 
dustrial nation in the world and, 
because of its economy, poten- 
tial political influence and large 
population, it is rapidly 
becoming a major political 
power. 

.Fuse predicted that, in the 
domain of foreign policy, Japan 
will "increase her presence In 
Southeast Asia and will readjust 
her diplomatic relations with the 
People's Republic of China and 
with the United States." 



He said that the shift of 
present world alliances to 
"policentrism" has left several 
powers to compete for 
economic and social Influence. 

According to Fuse, the future 
role of Japan in East Asia will 
be enhanced by the declining 
influence of Britain, the 
weakening of the U.S. and the 
Sino-Soviet split. 

Fuse foresaw closer ties bet- 
ween Japan and China taking 
place simultaneously with a 
deterioration of the relationship 
between the U.S. and Japan. 

"After China's admission to 
the U.N., Japan has no choice 
but to normalize her relations 
with the People's Republic of 
China at the earliest possible 
date." 

China has always been ad- 
amant in its refusal to trade with 
Japanese firms which aid or in- 
vest in Taiwan or which 
manufacture bombs for use by 
the U.S. in Vietnam. 

"There are ominous signs 



that the China market might 
once again become the battle 
ground of a sanguine trade war 
among industrialized nations of 
Europe, Japan, and the U.S.," 
said Fuse. 

Although the present "polite 
relations" between the U.S. and 
Japan will continue for a while, 
Fuse feels that "it is inevitable 
that Japan's national interests 
will clash with those of the U.S." 

"The worsening Japan-U.S. 
relations reached their peak 
finally in October 1971 when the 
U.S. slapped import quotas on 
textiles from Japan, South 
Korea and Taiwan by invoking 
the Trading With the Enemy 
Act." proclaimed Fuse. 

He cited a Tokyo poll, taken 
alter the imposition of the Nixon 
surcharge, in which 54 percent 
of the Japanese people felt that 
Japan should stop depending 
on the U.S. and go its own way. 

To assert its independence, 
Japan has begun to escalate its 
national defence program in- 
creasing military expenditures 



to 3 percent of its Gross 
National Product. 

Fuse claimed that Japan's 
military commitments in the 
seventies "will continue to be 
limited to the defense of her 
own territories, mainly because 
Japan is no match against the 
U.S.S.R. and/or China." 

This was based "on the 
premise that Japan will not un- 
dertake constitutional 
changes." Japan's constitution 
bans conscription and the 
dispatching of troops outside 
the country. 

However, recalling Japan's 
economic recovery after the 
Second World War, Fuse asked, 
"Will Japan turn out to be an 
arrogant military menace once, 
again?" 

"It would be a serious 
mistake if the short-sighted 
policy of the United States and 
the subsequent trade war were 
to generate a sense of betrayal, 
inner resentment and of being 
isolated, all of which may fuel 
nascent nationalism."

Recently letters printed In the

I am fully in agreement with 
the views expressed by M. den 
Ouden and H. Bernstein in their 
letters, and furthermore, I would 
like to offer a possibly unpopu- 
lar view on the issue of the dis- 
missal of Professor Marlene 
Dixon. 

An ad hoc committee of so- 
ciology graduates has pointed 
out what they consider her 
meritorious "involvement in the 
wider community", i.e. her 
teach-ins on Quebec, women's 
lib, or her famous "civil liber- 
ties" teach-ins during the Octo- 
ber crisis. What these activities 
have contributed to is simply 
the foisting of the radical ele- 
ment on the general university . 
community. I believe that this 
was Prof. Dixon's sole motiva- 
tion. I am skeptical of their 
allegation that her dismissal 
will be strongly felt by this uni- 
versity and North American 
social scientists. It seems to me 
that she has been dismissed 
from a number of American uni- 
versities without, shall we say, 
any significant damage to her 
reputation. 

As for her insidious attempts 
to bring politics into the univer- 
sity classroom, I maintain that 
no professor has any right what- 
ever to use the classroom as a 
platform to advance her per- 
sonal political beliefs. Regard- 
less of how good she is as a 
teacher, her "politicization" of 



her students violates the first 
principle of higher learning that 
students should be free to form 
their own beliefs without outside 
pressure. In Nazi Germany they 
were eminently successful in 
"politicizing" the classrooms. 
No doubt, the work of Dr. Hans 
Gunther was "useful to the 
movement itself", to paraphrase 
Prof. Dixon. 

The Marxist theory of eco- 
nomics has been exploded by 
virtually every reputable eco- 
nomist in North America and 
Europe. The genocides that oc- 
curred in Russia and China are 
sufficient to make any other 
examples of the Marxist theory 
of social action put into practice 
redundant. In truth, anyone who 
advocates the supremacy of the 
state, "the people" or "the 
collective", over the individual, 
is at best a crackpot and at 
worst, a threat to the life and 
livelihood of anyone who values 
his freedom. He or she deserves 
total anonymity rather than a 
professorship at an institution 
which claims devotion to truth, 
reason and knowledge.

KEHEWIN RESERVE, Alberta 
(LNS) "We want to make sure 
you' understand how we're 
living." said Chief Gordon 
Young Chief as he took Russell 
Moses, special assistant to 
Canadian Indian Affairs 
Minister Jean Chretien on a tour 
of the reservation. 

Moses understood very soon, 
In fact, cut short his trip 
because "I can't stand to see 
any more " 

Moses' tour was scheduled 
after the Indians boycotted their 
schools to protest living con- 
ditions and the phasing out of 
schools on the reserves. 

Arriving at the airport he was 
greeted by sign-waving Indians 
who whisked him away from the 
hands of an Indian Affairs of- 
ficial to the reservation. "It 
doesn't look as if I have a 
helluva lot of choice," he said. 

"But that's being fed Into from 
a filthy swamp," Moses obser- 
ved incredulously as he looked 
at one of the many water holes 
that the Indians fill their buckets 
for their water supply. When he 
was given a sample from .a two 
feet-deep, weed-infested 
swamp he asked, "Is this really 
your drinking water?" 

"Our children are in and but 
of the hospital, mostly with kid- 
ney ailments, as well as 
stomach flu and skin infection 
from drinking the water," said 
Chief Young Chief quietly. 

There are several wells on the 
reservation but most of the 
water is unfit for human con- 
sumption. One family had a 
good well but they couldn't use

it because they didn't have a 
pump. 

Five hundred Indians live on 
this reservation. The unem- 
ployment rate is 98 percent. The 
average number of people 
living in one house is 11 but- in 
one two-room house, 23 people 
live. It was caly-packed on the 
outside to patch up the 
deterioration, floored with 
plywood and 30 years old. 

The insulation is often slap- 
ped up between a sheet of 
plasterboard and three-eighths 
of an inch plywood outer wall, 
the floors are plywood and the 
portable sink counter is built 
Into them with a pipe leading 
into a pail. The chief can't move 
into his home because he 
doesn't have the $135 down- 
payment.

New US. base 
in Indian Ocean 



NEW DELHI. India (LNS) The 
Pentagon has discovered Diego 
Garcia — the "natural aircraft 
carrier" that lies 1200 miles off 
the southern tip of India. 

Thirteen miles long and five 
miles wide, Diego Garcia is part 
of the British Indian Oqean 
Territory (BIOT). Lying almost 
equidistant between Australia 
and the Suez Canal, it is viewed 
by the U.S. military planners as 
the ideal communications and 
fueling link between the Far 
East and the Mid-East. So ideal, 
In fact, that the government has 
quietly begun constructing a 
S19 million base there. 

Plans to build a U.S. base on 
Diego Garcia had been pending 
for almost five years, when in 
December 1970. the British 
signed the agreement enabling 
the U.S. to go ahead. 

At that time, the Indian gover- 
nment issued a strong protest to 
both governments fearing a big 
power scramble and arms race 
•in an area which has 
traditionally.been a neutral ten- 
sion-free zone. 



Australian Prime Minister 
William MacMahon is said to 
have assured President Nixon 
that U.S. ships and planes 
would be welcome to use the 
repair and refueling facilities at 
Cockburn Sound Naval Base, 
near Perth, and Learnmonth Air 
Station in western Australia, as 
an important link in the "Royal 
Road", a master plan for this 
new string of air and naval 
bases around the extreme 
periphery of Asia. 

The U.S. has already set up a 
Polaris communications center 
on the western Australian coast 
at Exmouth. 

The result of U.S. Navy in- 
stallations on Diego Garcia and 
in the Indian Ocean generally 
will be to better deploy U.S. 
nuclear submarines. 

With their underwater long- 
range missiles systems (ULMS) 
having a range of 6,000 to 8,000 
miles, the U.S. submarine force 
would include within its orbit 
many Chinese and Soviet cities 
and military establishments.
